Mystery Solved 
By Airplane 


Headwaters of Great Northern River 
Are Determined 

The myth as to the headwaters of 
the Thelon river, one of the great 
rivers of Northern Canada, was onu 
of the geographical mysteries solved 
i by a topographical surveyor during 
the field season of 1926, according to 
the report of the Topographical Sur- 
yeys Committee, presented by IR. W. 
Cautley, D.L.S., at the annual con- 
vention of Dominion Land Surveyors. 

School geoghaphies and even the 
best of government maps have shown 
this stream as heading a relatively 
short distance northeast of Lake 
Athabasca. Last summer, G. IT. 
Blanchet, D.L.S., made an exploratory 
trip into the country northeast of the 
Athabaska, selecting for the first part 
of his journey a traditional Indian 
route from Tazin Lake to the head- 
A river 
known to the natives as “Skin of an 
Animal" wag ascended to a plateau 
1,000 feet above Lake <Athabaska, 
where another river was discovered 
flowing northeast along Hearne'’s 
course of the Thelewaze river: (sup- 
posed to be the Thelon). This river, 
after flowing one hundred miles in 
the desired direction, turned south- 
castcrly—instead of uortherly—and 
joined Dubwant river at Wholdaia 
Lake. Thus the exploration removes 
the myth of the Thelon headwaters, 
which hag persisted for 150 years, 
since Hearne's time. 

Mr, Cautley referred to the “prac- 
tically unexplored, uninhabited and 
almost totally unsurveyed” portion of 
larger part of this 
country, and stressed the need of re- 
Hable maps {In connection with the 
development of the wealth of mino 
and forest in this great hinterland — 
development which is always retard- 
ed, and in some cases made impossl- 
ble, for want of them. Discovery of 
the great mining camps of Cobalt 
(1908), Porcupine (1909), Kirkland 


; Lake (1911), Royn (1923), and Red 


Lake (1925), waited on and followed 
railroad construction.
